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RESTAURANT owners have 
attacked a council scheme 
which rates eateries on hygiene 
standards. 

Restaurant, pub and cafe owners 
in the Ely area say the Scores on 
the Doors system is “fooling” 
members of the public and claim 
it’s unfair. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
last year joined the nation-wide initiative 
and sent teams of inspectors out to rate 
every eatery in the district, including 
restaurants, pubs, takeaways, cafes, 
schools and other buildings which have 
kitchens or sell food. 

They assess premises in line with the 
Food Standards Agency’s statutory code of 
practice and award each one a rating of 
five stars, being the highest standard, 
down to zero stars, the lowest. 

Those that achieve three stars or above 
are able to display certificates in their 
window so potential diners can see how 
well they performed.

But those premises that receive less than 
three stars do not get certificates - cust¬ 
omers can only find out the rating on the 
scheme’s website. 

Owners of establishments with high 
ratings are furious with the rules and have 
called on the council to force every 
premises to display its rating. 

But it has so far been met with opp¬ 
osition from the council, which insists the 
scheme is fair. It said customers could 
easily see which eateries had reach the 
higher standards, if it was displaying a 
certificate, and make a choice not to eat at 
those without one. 

Steve Haslam, owner of The Cutter Inn 
in Ely, which earned five stars, said the 
public should be made aware of every 
food establishments’ rating, adding: 
“Surely the council should feel obliged to 
do that. 

“Not everyone uses the internet, let 
alone thinks to log onto the site to check 
the results out.

“The council needs to make it 
mandatory for the owner of each 
premises to display their results in 
the window, even if they scored 
badly.” 

Carol Sennitt, co-owner of the 
Chatterbox Soham cafe, which was 
given four stars, said: “The name of 
the scheme is Scores on the Doors 
so surely every score should be put 
on display for all to see? 

“Being a former nurse, I know 
how important food hygiene is, 
particularly to the vulnerable, such 
as children and pensioners. 

“If an establishment has been 
inspected and was given a poor 
score it is in the public interest for 
that result to be widely known.” 

A spokeswoman for Littleport- 
based charity Branching Out, 
which achieved five stars, des¬ 
cribed the scheme as “unfair” and 
said it was “fooling” members of 
the public. 

But a spokesman for the district 
council said: “The advantage of 
allowing the good restaurants to 
display their stars is that the public 
can see immediately what rating 
they have received and make an 
informed decision on whether to 
eat there or not. 

“The public could quite rightly 
make the assumption that any not 
displaying any stars have not 
reached the required standard. 

“We would always encourage 
anyone thinking of eating out in 
East Cambridgeshire to consult 
www.scoresonthedoors.org.uk 
before making a decision.”

Academic paid 
blackmail cash

A MALE prostitute black¬ 
mailed an academic, for¬ 
cing him to hand over 
£6,000 after threatening to 
tell the don's wife about 
their illicit encounters. 

The senior scientist fell victim to 
university drop-out Philip Ellis 
after they met at a gay cruising 
spot in Cambridge’s Newnham 
area, Cambridge Crown Court was 
told. 

The married academic paid Ellis 
£10 to perform a sexual act on him 
at the secluded Paradise Woods 
area and paid him £40 for full sex 
two weeks later. 

But the 26-year-old homeless 
drug user then demanded £4,000 
from the elderly Cambridge Uni¬ 
versity tutor. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said: 
“He said he knew who he was and 
knew he was married. 

“The defendant told him he 
knew his wife’s name and some 
details about his son. 

“The victim then met the 
defendant in St Mary’s Street and 
handed over £200, saying he could 
not withdraw £3,800 because the 
cash machine would not let him. 

“He later went to the bank and 
withdrew £3,800 and handed it 
over.” 

However, Ellis asked for more

money and produced the victim’s 
stolen university card. The acad¬ 
emic handed over £2,000 after Ellis 
claimed he had compromising 
mobile phone footage. 

Two months after handing over 
the cash in April last year, Ellis 
then appeared at the academic’s 
family home on June 12. 

Miss Walker continued: “The 
victim saw the defendant coming 
up the drive and the victim 
became unwell and suffered some 
form of a collapse. 

“He told his wife what had 
happened and the incident was 
reported to the police.” 

Ellis, of High Street, Hadden- 
ham, was arrested on October 21 
after taking a swing at a college 


gardener during an altercation in 
Manhattan Drive, Cambridge. 

Officers also found 29 wraps of a 
illegal worming drug worth £200 
in his car. 

Ellis pleaded guilty to one count 
of blackmail at Cambridge Crown 
Court in February, saying he had 
spent the £6,000. He also admitted 
charges of drug possession and 
assault. 

Oliver Renton, mitigating, said 
his client’s life took a “spiral down¬ 
wards in a catastrophic manner” 
after his brother died in 2007. 

He said: “He began consuming 
cannabis and his family fell apart. 
He was a young homeless man, 
penniless and destitute and 
struggling to come to terms with 
his sexual identity 

“In that context of chaos he took 
these opportunities which were 
presented to him. 

“Money was exchanged after it 
was explained that Mr Ellis was in 
a desperate state. The victim took 
pity on him.” 

But despite recognising Ellis’s 
“fragile emotional state”, Judge 
Jonathan Haworth decided to 
impose a sentence of 30 months in 
prison for the blackmail. No 
separate penalty was made for the 
other charges. 

Sentencing him, he said: “It was 
planned, devious and it was 
deliberate. 

“It is about as unpleasant an 
offence as this court has come 
across.”

It’s better late 
than never... 

Sir, What a revelation at last week’s 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council planning meeting: when it 
came to discussing the Makings 
Cottages, miscellaneous

The market 
review took six months and no 
doubt was very costly, but no voices 
were heard during this time from 
the council supporting either the 
traders or the petitioners.

If genuine debate was allowed in 
committees then we would not 
have to wait another four years to 
find out what our elected 
councillors really think.

Devil in the detail 
for gas appeal 

Sir, Regarding the current 
campaign by Haddenham and 
Aldreth parish councils, and some 
county councillors, to ask National 
Grid for a connection to the mains 
gas grid, it is simply not true that 
“it’s unheard of in this day and age” 
for villages to be without mains gas 
(Decision on village gas is ‘bonkers’ 
- Weekly News, April 7). 

According to Consumer Focus, 4.5 
million households in Great Britain 
are off the mains gas grid, with 36 
per cent of all rural homes without 
mains gas, so we are certainly not 
alone. 

The reason is that it is simply 
uneconomic to connect most rural 
locations. Wanting gas in our 
villages is not just a matter of 
comparing cost per kilowatt hour 
for gas versus oil. We all know that 
gas is considerably cheaper and its 
prices do not fluctuate as much as 
oil prices. So far, so attractive for us 
hard-pressed consumers. 

However, there are significant 
infrastructure costs involved that 
councillors seem unaware of. The 
further away we are from the gas 
mains, the higher the cost will be to 
connect us to the grid - and that 
cost could run into thousands of 
pounds per household. 

On top of that initial connection 
charge would be a new boiler for 
every home at around £3,000 (or 


the cost of converting our existing 
boilers to gas, assuming that is 
feasible). Plus we’d all need new 
central heating systems (radiators 
etc). How attractive is that 
sounding now? 

Not to mention the disruption that 
would be caused for months by 
National Grid digging up every 
street to lay gas pipes and the mess 
it would make of our roads, 
pavements, paths and driveways. 

As always, the devil is in the detail.

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build new council head¬ 
quarters in Ely have been 
rejected after the proposed 
design was branded “hid¬ 
eous”.

how four of the city council’s 15 
members had also expressed 
concern about the design. 

But the majority of city council 
members said the new multi¬ 
purpose building would provide 
more space, including a visitors’ 
room, offices, staff rest room, 
visitors’ toilets and a storage and 
workshop area. 

They also argued the location 
would be more accessible to the 
public and would give the city 
council a “unique identity”. 

But the planning committee 
followed planning officer Rebecca 
Saunt’s recommendation and 
refused the application. 

Cllr fackie Petts, who represents 
Ely East ward, said: “I love the 
idea of the city council re-locating 
and having more space and 
believe the New Barns Road site is 
good. 

“But the proposed building is 
hideous.” 

Cllr Gareth Wilson, who rep¬ 
resents Haddenham ward, said: 
“The building looks like an ugly, 


giant garden shed, not a city 
council office. 

“The building needs to be more 
impressive.” 

Cllr Anthea Davidson, for Dull- 
ingham Villages, added: “I’m sur¬ 
prised the city council, including 
the mayor of Ely, wants a building 
like this in their city.” 

The committee heard that only 
one letter of objection to the 
plans had been received but that 
the Ely Society had described the 
building as “strange looking” and 
the city council officers should be 
more central to the city. 

The committee claimed there 
were more suitable sites for the 
city council to move closer to the 
city centre. 

Speaking after the decision, Cllr 
Brian Ashton, the mayor of Ely, 
said: “I’m disappointed that the 
committee found the building 
rather utilitarian. 

“Over the next few weeks, 
members of the city council will 
review their application and 
discuss matters with the planning 
department of the district council 
to investigate how best to move 
the process forward.”

traditional sense of the phrase. 

Sentencing Shields, Judge 
Jonathon Haworth said: “Any 
supply of Class A drugs is a 
serious matter because it’s the 
supply that destroys lives and 
even ends them. 

“That means you must expect 
to be punished by a prison sent¬ 
ence.” 

However he added: “Your 
involvement is at a low level.” 

Shields was spotted by boun¬ 
cers at the Town House and 
caught with white power in the 
loos in wraps. 

He pleaded guilty to one 


charge of possession with intent 
to supply and two charges of 
simple possession. 

Because of his plea and the fact 
it was accepted he had not been 
dealing on a large scale Shields 
avoided a prison sentence. 

Judge Haworth said: “I think 
you may have leaned a lesson in 
the run of these proceedings.” 

The 20-year-old Shields, of 
Douglas Court, Ely, was given a 
12-month prison sentence, 
suspended for 18 months, which 
included a six-month supervision 
order. Shields was also ordered to 
carry out 150 hours unpaid work. 

He was given no separate 
penalty for the two counts of 
possession.

Pervert was victim of abuse in youth 


A MAN whose computer 
contained 317 sick images 
of children said he down¬ 
loaded the pictures be¬ 
cause he had been abused 
as a boy. 

Some of the photos viewed by 
Raymond Lambie showed altar 
boys being tied up and abused - 
in incidents similar to what the 
65-year-old had experienced in 
his youth, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard. 

John Kellett, mitigating, said 
Lambie had been exploited by his 
own father and forced to work as 
a child prostitute. 

Mr Kellett told the court: “He 


didn’t get direct gratification from 
the viewing of the pictures, but it 
took him back to a time he had 
idealised as his youth because his 
youth had been taken away from 
him when he was young.” 

Mr Kellett said Lambie, who 
lost his job at a charitable foun¬ 
dation after his employers dis¬ 
covered he was homosexual, lived 
alone and had battled alcoholism 
and other health difficulties. 

Lambie, of The Avenue, March, 
pleaded guilty to making and 
possessing indecent photographs. 

Sally Hickling, prosecuting, said 


Lambie’s computer was found to 
have 317 indecent images on it. 

Three were of the most serious 
kind measured by police. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth said 
jailing Lambie would not help 
him to address his problems. 

He placed Lambie under a 
three-year community order 
which will include a sexual 
offender treatment programme, 
banned him from associating 
with under-18s or having a comp¬ 
uter, and ordered him to sign the 
sex offenders register.

Ruined Rover

Mr Cowell said: “It is not 
the money but the irrep¬ 
laceable nature of YUE 945 
that hurts. 

“The sleazy thieves who 
stole and destroyed my 
Land Rover are the lowest of 
the low.” 

He added: “I hope the 
police catch them and they 
are put where they can 
never commit another theft 
of this kind.

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Green light 
for Mailings 
cottage lets 


A MUCH-loved listed 
building will be trans¬ 
formed into council-run 
holiday lets - despite an 
uproar from residents 
and community leaders. 

Plans to turn Makings Cott¬ 
age, in Ely’s Quayside, into two 
self-contained holiday lets 
have been approved by East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee. 

But despite pleas at last 
week’s meeting from residents, 
city councillors, the mayor of 
Ely, Brian Ashton, and even 
some members of the auth¬ 
ority’s own planning comm¬ 
ittee to investigate better uses 
of the Grade Il-listed cottage, 
the plans were given the green 
light. 

The building, which is own¬ 
ed by the district council, will 
now be “cosmetically enhan¬ 
ced” and turned into one 
single-bedroom holiday let and 
one double-bedroom let. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr 
Ashton said: “Over the past 
weeks we have heard many 
reasons that should cause the 
council to pause, reflect and 
consider alternative uses for 
the cottage in full consultation 
with the public.”

By being so close to The 
Makings, it would support it as 
a wedding venue and would 
also free up a city centre build¬ 
ing.” 

Cllr Mike Rouse, who sits on 
the planning committee and 
represents Ely North, said there 
had been insufficient public 
consultation over the proposals 
and insisted the council was 
being “too premature” in 
making a decision. 

The plans were approved, 
with seven votes for, five 
against and one abstained.

KENNETH Branagh returns to 
the director’s chair or a special 
effects-laden romp based on 
the popular Marvel Comics 
superhero. 

Thor is certainly his most 
technically demanding film to 
date but the miasma of digital 
trickery and pyrotechnics 
doesn’t appear to faze 
Branagh, who balances the 
slam bang thrills of a summer 
blockbuster with tender 
romance and broad comedy. 
Chris Hemsworth 
unquestionably possesses the 
imposing physical presence of 
the titular hammer-wielding 
god of thunder, who is brought 
down to Earth - literally - to 
learn about humility. 

He sensibly leaves the 
emotion to Oscar winners 
Natalie Portman and Anthony 
Hopkins, who inject passion 
and fury into a predictable 
narrative from AD 765 to the 
present day, incorporating 
Norse mythology into a story 
of sibling rivalry. 

In the fantastic realm of 
Asgard, ruled by Odin 
(Hopkins) and his wife Frigga 
(Rene Russo), Thor 
(Hemsworth) is an arrogant 
heir to the throne. 

He acts first and thinks later, 
endangering the lives of his 
trusty companions Volstagg 



(Ray Stevenson), Sif (Jaimie 
Alexander), Hogun (Tadanobu 
Asano) and Fandral (Joshua 
Dallas) by launching a suicidal 
attack on the Frost Giants led 
by the menacing Laufey (Colm 
Feore). 

The fallen god materialises in 
the desert in New Mexico, 
where he befriends scientist 
Erik Selvig (Stellan 
Skarsgard), protegee Jane 
Foster (Portman) and intern 
Darcy (Kat Dennings). 

The spark of attraction 
between Thor and Jane is 
palpable but without his 
powers, the fallen god must 
face the same trials and 
tribulations as any other 
mortal. 

Meanwhile, back in Asgard, 
Thor’s brother Loki (Tom 
Hiddleston) seizes an 
opportunity to ascend the 



throne. 

Action set pieces are 
orchestrated at breakneck 
pace and the digital effects are 
polished, including a terrific 
skirmish between Thor, the 
Frost Giants and a monstrous 
guardian of the frozen realm. 
The 3D format is largely 
redundant. Most of the action 
is close combat and flight 
sequences are too brief to 
warrant the increased price for 
the plastic spectacles. 

Ardent fans of the comics 
should wait until the end of the 
credits for an additional scene 
involving SHIELD agent Nick 
Fury (Samuel L Jackson) and 
an artefact from the film 
Captain America: The First 
Avenger, which opens on July 
29. The cross-pollination of the 
Marvel Comics universe 
continues apace.

It's time to perk 


I ’VE jet-washed my patio 
and spruced up my garden 
furniture - now, the only 
thing left are my patio pots, 
which is where the fun begins. 

If you’re buying new pots, choose 
the same types - a row of three or 
four large containers looks much 
better than an assorted mix of pots 
you might have accumulated over 
the years. 

Historically, annual bedding 
plants have been used to brighten 
the scene, offering a wealth of 
colour, but in recent years gardeners 
with little time and less money have 
recognised the merit of permanent 
plantings, where only the surface of 
the soil needs to be scraped off and 
replaced by new compost every 
year, rather than the whole planting 
scheme. 

More gardeners are also seeing 
the merits of evergreens, which add 
structure and form to the patio all 
year round. 

Summer-flowering bulbs such as 
agapanthus, or African lily, look 
fantastic in pots, providing a 
striking display of ball-shaped 
flower clusters in blues or whites, 
late in the summer. Use a large deep 
pot to accommodate the roots and 
grow these sunlovers by themselves 
in containers, preferably somewhere 
sheltered. 

Plant the bulbs now and you will

have to be patient. It may take a 
couple of years for the flowers to 
appear, but if you keep them 
somewhere sheltered near the house 
or under a porch during the winter, 
they should come back year after 
year. 

You may have the popular 
Verbena bonariensis in your 
perennial border, but now you can 
buy a smaller version, V bonariensis 
to enjoy the same clusters of 
lavender flowers on low-growing, 
mound-like plants. It’s ideal for 
pots, being low-maintenance, 
drought tolerant and good for 
cutting and is available from 
www. suttons. co. uk 

Ornamental grasses can also add 
movement and colour to the patio 
scene. Fountain grass, Pennesetum 
setaceum is a natural for containers, 
filling the pot with its arching habit 
and rich burgundy colour. 

An alternative is hnperata 
cylindrica, a slow-spreading type 
with clumps of bright green leaves, 


whose tips turn blood-red, followed 
by the rest of the leaves. Silvery 
white flowers appear late in summer 
to keep the pot ablaze. It likes moist, 
rich soil in full sun or part shade and 
will need mulching in winter for 
protection. 

To add structure to any summer 
pot display, add a tropical-looking 
canna or go for the sword-like 
leaved phormium or cordyline, 
although these will need protection 
in the winter. 

However, there is still a place for 
annuals, particularly for those who 
have the time to give the tender 
loving care these colourful summer 
sizzlers will need. If you want a 
blaze of colour, have your fill of 
fuchsias, geraniums, 
osteospermums and climbing sweet 
peas, but try a few new varieties too. 

Petunia ‘Black Velvet’, the 
world’s first black petunia, 
developed by flower breeding 
company Ball Colegrave, is worth a 
try. I started my plug plants off on a 
windowsill and they are already 
flowering. Put some of those in with 
a dainty white bacopa, which will 
trail over the container, and you will 
have a rather sophisticated plant 
combination which is much more 
original than the myriad garish 
colours of petunias you find in so 
many retail outlets. The new black 
petunias are available from good 
garden centres and online retailers.

hits you hard when you’ve got a 
small squad. 

“With our full squad out, I’d 
fancy us against anybody.

Tyler keeps his 
perfect record 
despite cut woe 


TYLER Goodjohn held on 
to his unbeaten record 
despite sustaining a deep 
cut to his left eyelid that 
saw his bout with Mark 
McKray on Saturday 
come to an early 
conclusion. 

Goodjohn suffered the 
gash late in the fourth 
round of a scheduled six 
in the showdown with his 
Jamaica-born former 
sparring partner at 
London’s Olympia 
following an accidental 
clash of heads. 

After the doctor 
inspected the wound at 
the end of the session, he 
felt the contest should not 
go on, but the Wentworth 
light-welterweight 
claimed a technical 49-47 
win on points. 

Goodjohn needed five 
stitches in the cut following 
the fight and was relieved 
to have come through the 
encounter with his 100 per 
cent record intact despite 
having been on top 
throughout. 

He said: “The doctor said 
there was no point carrying 
on and making it worse 
while I was so far ahead on 


the scorecard, because if I’d 
taken another headbutt on 
the eye it could have 
affected my career in the 
longterm. 

“But it was probably the 
best I’ve ever boxed up 
until that point - another 
round and I’ve got him 
out of there because I was 
really digging body shots 
into him and he was 
laying on the ropes. 

“He was really tough 
and dangerous with his 
hooks in the first minute 
of each round, but I just 
out-boxed him and had 
things my own way. 

“I used the body a lot 
because I knew he was 
very open there.” 

Goodjohn had been 
planning to have a break 


after his fifth bout in eight 
months since turning 
professional anyway 
before picking up his 
injury. 

But after struggling to 
make the lOst limit, he is 
set to move up to 
welterweight when he 
returns in the autumn. 

“My trainer is on about 
me going up because my 
face is very drawn at this 
weight, which makes it 
easier to mark up,” said 
Goodjohn. “I’m having a 
couple of weeks off and 
then we’ll go back into the 
gym and learn some new 
filings. I’ve not been able to 
do that because everything 
has been lOOmph since I 
turned pro just working 
on fitness.” 
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
